In response to 
applicant's argument that Lubbers does not disclose "storing first information with first data", examiner respectfully disagrees. Even if 
Lubbers discloses the data is stored with respect to blocks instead of a table, the first information would be stored within the same set of 
blocks as the first data (the set of blocks being the blocks represented by the table), thus indicating the broad limitation "storing first 
information with first data". Applicant is reminded that although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, limitations from the 
specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993).
